Amend the Law relating to Juries in Ireland. a.d. 1875.. 

W HEREAS the law relating to juries in Ireland was amended 
by “The Juries (Ireland) Act, 1873,” but the time dining 
which the provisions of the said Act should be in force and opera- 
tion was by the said Act limited to the eleventh day of January 
5 one thousand eight hundred and seventy -five : 

And whereas by “The Juries (Ireland) Act, 1871,” the provisions 
of “ The Juries (Ireland) Act, 1873,” with the exception of sections 
three and eight, were continued in force and operation until the 
eleventh day of January one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
10 six: 

And whereas it is expedient that the said provisions so continued 
should continue in force and operation for a further limited t im e : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
15 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Juries Short title. 
(Ireland) Act, 1875,” and the Juries (Ireland) Acts, 1871 to 1871, 
and this Act shall be construed together as one Act, and the same 
20 may be cited for all proposes as “ The Juries (Ireland) Acts, 1871 
to 1875.” 

2. The Provisions of “The Juries (Ireland) Act, 1873,” with Certain pro- 
file exception of sections three and eight, shall continue in force 35 
and operation until the eleventh day of Jcmuary one thousand c. 27. 
eight hundred and seventy-seven , and the said provisions of the said coutmuecl - 
25 Act hereby continued shall be read and construed as if the words 
“ one thousand eight hundred and seventy-seven ” were therein 
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A.D. 1875. inserted instead of the words “ one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy -five,” and as if the words “ and in the years one thousand 
“ eight hundred and seventy-four and one thousand eight hundred 
cc and seventy -five ” were inserted in section five of the said Act 
after the words “ in the year one thousand eight hundred and 5 
seventy-three.” 
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
